But in defining where de- 
velopment can occur and where 
it cannot, the regional entity 
can gather to itself awesome 
power. It quickly becomes of 
prime importance who will de- 
cide such questions, and who is 
influential with them, observers 
point out. 

Answers and decisions will 
be increasingly harder to 
achieve at Town Halls, City 
Halls and even County Court- 
houses, they believe. 

Each community in effect 
might find, itself going, hat 
in hand, to regional head- 
quarters for approval—and 
not just when federal money 
is involved.

SIU-SW President John S. 
Rendleman was informed of the 
decision. Rendleman,  Vice- 
President and Provost Andrew 
Kochman and Dental School 
Dean Frank Sobkowski appear- 
ed before the ADA’s Council on 
Dental Education earlier last 
week in Chicago to discuss 
opening with students in Sep- 
tember. 

The new dental school, at the 
university’s Alton center, is the 
firstein the state outside Cook 
County. 

“A -most significant factor is 
.that Dean Sobkowski and his 
faculty were able to telescope 
the usual seven years it takes 
to start a professional school 
into three years because of the 
crying need for dentists in cen- 
tral and southern Illinois," Ren- 
dleman said. “Everyone who 
participated in this effort is to 
be. congratulated.” 

Sobkowski said applicants 
to the dental school will be- 
gin receiving notification to- 
day of their acceptance. The 
first class will have 24 stu- 
dents chosen from hundreds 
of qualified applicants from 
throughout Illinois and the 
US. 

The, dental school will 
have an innovative curricu- 
lum that will graduate the 
first class in three calendar 
years rather than the tra- 
ditional four. Students and 
faculty will be on campus 

* about 44 weeks per year.

The three established dental 
schools in Illinois, all in Cook 
County, turn out a total of 250 
qualified dentists each year but 
the majority leaves the state 
to set up practice.

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To get any federal funds 
for anything, East - West 
Gateway Coordinating Coun- 
cil apparently must gain 
sweeping power over a my- 
riad of non-federal-aid mat- 
ters, including in icu- 
lar those issues in Illinois 
and Missouri involving zon- 
ing and land use, 

In competitive situations, such 
as industrial development who 
is likely to prevail — St. Louis, 
St. Louis County, St. Charles, 
the Quad-Cities, East St. Louis, 
Alton, Belleville? -This is one 
of the questions currently being 
asked. 

The oldest of the regional 
governmental bodies, the Bi- 
State Development Agency, be- 
gan life with a precisely equal 
bow to the two states in its 
region. Of the ten commission- 
ers, five are appointed by, the 
governor of Illinois and five 
by the governor of Missouri. 

The Development Agency still 
has the five-and-five structure. 
But, especially since it became 
involved with the hectic task 
of operating the regional bus 
system, Bi-State has lost public 
and political favor. 

Establishment of the East- 
West Council in part was a 
reflection of Bi-State’s loss 
of favor. It was contended 
that Bi-State was not suffic- 
iently representat- 
ive, whereas the East-West 
board membership includes 
—by virtue of their offices 
—many puublicly-chosen of- 
ficials. 

East-West membership also 
is roughly equal, with the Bi- 
State chairman, an office rotat- 
ing between the two states, 
casting the deciding vote among 
the 15 voting board members. 
“However, there are two major 
points related to this: 

1. On occasions, there is no 
direct representation for the 
Quad-Cities and certain other 
areas within the region. At pres- 
ent, there are two local resi- 
dents on the East-West board— 
Nelson Hagnauer of Granite 
City, as chairman of the Mad- 
ison County Board, and John 
Bellcoff. aS president of the 
Southwestern Illinois Metropoli- 
tan Area Planning Commission. 

2. St. Louis County Supervis- 
or Lawrence Roos, who is 
among the principal foes of lo- 
cating a metropolitan airport 
in Illinois, is urging an effort 
to re-structure East-West along 
a “one man, one vote” con- 
cept. As the section with the 
largest population, St. Louis 
County would have the largest 
voice. 

The drive to revamp East- 
West gained headway Friday 
when three Illinoisans and three 
Missourians were appointed to 
select a group to “find ways to 
strengthen” the East-West 
Council. The six include Super- 
visor Roos. 

The study stems from an 
April 6 meeting in St. Louis 
at which HUD Secretary George 
Romney called for improved 
regional “capability to respond” 
to basic problems. 

Several speakers at that 
meeting stressed that they 
did not view increased East- 
West power as constituting 
a “super-government.” 

However, the role visual- 
ized for the Coordinating 
Council is vast when com- 
pared to its initial “foot in 
the door” function. 

The first East-West task was 
to coordinate regional highway 
planning so that “a road built 
in Missouri would connect with 
one in Illinois. 

Its duty of commenting on 
federal aid requests was soon 
expanded to include dozens of 
categories, and it now serves 
as a liaison for much of the 
spectrum of Presidential Cab- 
inet departments. 

In addition to replacing local- 
level and county-level govern- 
ments in making zoning deci- 
sions, East-West is being en- 
couraged by HUD to develop 
specific housing patterns. 

In the belief that local 
planning commissions, 
vying for economic -advan- 
tage, allocate more land for 
industrial purposes than 
needed, HUD is urging a 
regional usage plan restrict- 
ing the amount of manu- 
facturing zoning.

loo-Columbia airport* would be 
regionally compatible.

“At. a public meeting in 
Granite City, the Coalition’s 
executive director stated that 
in his. opinion ‘most of the 
Coalition's Missouri members 
would be pleased to see the 
Linclay Corpe move its $300,- 
000,000 development to the 
American Bottoms in Illinois’ 
where substantial development 
already exists behind the canal 
levee. “s 

“It should be noted, incident- 
ally, that the Earth City devel- 
opment has not been opopsed 
by HUD. The development is 
planned as a full-fledged, via- 
ble and’ permanent city of 
steel, stone, brick and mortar 
that will more than pay its 
way ingtaxes. 

“Tt will provide all necessary 
municipal facilities and serv- 
ices. It will include schools, 
residences, high-rise apart- 
ments, industrial parks, shop- 
ping centers and recreational 
areas. | 

“The Codlition’s opposition to 
this development is based on 
the fact that this flood plain is 
now undeveloped and new 
levees will ‘constitute additional 
restriction of the Missouri Riv- 
er and unpredictable flood and 
environmental conditions down- 
stream. 

“In contrast, the American 
Bottoms has a magnificent ex- 
isting levee on the east side of 
the Canal. 

“But also, in contrast to 
Earth City project, the mobile 
home city proposed for the Wet 
Prairie Area threatens to over- 
burden our school system, 
compound -our serious drainage 
problems, devalue adjacent 
property, overload the county 
tax structure, and prevent at- 
tracting more desirable devel- 
opments.

“This trailer city can be- 

come one of the largest 
communities in Madison 
County. The critical ques- 
tion is—will it be an asset? 
Does it fit into any logical 
scheme for the develop- 
ment of the Bottoms? Will 
it add to the future growth 
and quality of life in Madi- 
son County? 

There are some individuals 
who honestly feel that we must 
accept any new development. 
The opposing view is that we 
must exert some effort to plan 
and controlour county develop- 
ment to minimize future prob- 
lems and burdens to the tax- 
payers, and to prepare for fu- 
ture needs+for example; rapid 
transit 

“One of Madison County's 
larger and long established in- 
dustries has a vital stake in the 
development of rapid transit 
systems in urban areas such as 
ours. Several thousand resi- 
dents of our county are eco- 
nomically dependent on the vi- 
tality and growth of this com- 
pany. 

“And this growth is interwov= 
en with the kind of far-sighted 
urban planning that is being 
urged in Madison County by 
SIMAPC and HUD.

Emergency Aid to Injured Requires Calm, 
Fast, Skilled Observation, Action---Ogilvie 


' 
By GOVERNOR 
RICHARD B. OGILVIE 

Perhaps 20,000 persons a year 
in our state die or suffer an ag- 
gravation of their injuries be- 


“calise they receive the wrong 


kind of emergency help after 
an accident. 

* 1 can iiiustrate this incredible 
waste with a story from an eye- 
witness at the scene of a recent 
auto accident. 

It’s a horror story—and it 
needn’t have happened, 

The witness, a long-service 
military medical corpsman, 
tells it this way: 

“the man was pinned in his 
car, but he was breating and 
before the other people pushed 
me back, I found his pulse, 
which was still okay. 

“He had some facial cuts, 
but was not‘ bleeding badly ex- 
ternally. 

“I tried to assist, but was 
told by the sheriff's deputy on 
the scene that the ambulance 
attendant knew what he was 
doing — and that I had better 
move back or else. 

“The ambulance man and 

a couple of beefy truck- 

drivers proceeded to pull 

and tug at the man, whose 
feet were pinned. 

“They went at their work fe- 
verishly, as if the man’s life 
depended on getting him out of 
the wrecked car immediately. 

“By their efforts, they man- 
aged to twist his body, and 
they finally had him hanging 


“out the door, upside down. 


“No effort was made to ob- 
serve his breathing as he hung 
there, and after a few minutes 
they finally noticed they were 
wasting their time. He was 
dead. 

“He had choked on his own 
blood and his swallowed tongue 
while they worked him over 
like a sack of meal.” 

The would-be rescuers in 
this real-life tragedy vio- 
Jated two cardinal rules of 
first aid. 

They did not keep calm. 

They did not observe the vic- 
tim. 

And it goes without saying 
that ‘their bungling efforts re- 
flected little or no first-aid 
training, 

There are two things you can 
do to prevent needless deaths 
like the one I have described. 

1. Take a first-aid course. As 
of this writing, the state has 
participated in giving a fo 


hour course to 1,191,600 Illinois 
citizens. Our goal is one per- 
son in every family. 

2. Get a copy of the 
state’s Critical Injury In- 
dex. One million are begin- 
ning to roll off the presses 
right now. 

The Illinois first-aid teaching 
program, under the name of 
the Medical Self-Help program, 
is the most successful, in terms 
of numbers, in the nation, 


We moved into first place 
among all the states in 1969, 
and our closest rival is Califor- 
nia, with nearly twice our pop- 
ulation. 

The course is offered through 
schools, the Red Cross, local 
fire departments, farm groups, 
local rescue services, and all 
kinds of community organiza- 
tions. 

Another cardinal rule of first- 
aid, in addition to the two I 
cited, is not to do anything in 
haste that isn’t vitally neces- 
sary. 

There’s no sound medical 
reason to rush the victim to 
shelter, and it’s almost 
murder to handle him 
roughly. 

Swift emergency action is 
sometimes necessary, for ex- 
ample, when breathing seems 
to have stopped, when blood is 
spurting from the victim, or he 
is frozen to a live wire. 

But you have to know what 
you're doing, and that’s what 
the four-hour course teaches 
you. 

The Critical Injury Index 
is useful to anyone—trained 
or untrained — who finds 
himself in an emergency 
situation. 

The back side lists all desig- 
nated state trauma centers on 
24-hour duty, If you can get to 
a telephone, you'll be con- 
nected at once with a trained 
medical person. 

It's his job, first, to get help 
on the way if you haven't. 

Then the doctor or emergen- 
cy room nurse will ask you to 
look for abnormal and severely 
abnormal conditions in 10 cate- 
gories 

To illustrate, the first point is 
the victim's airway: Is it ob- 
structed by some object? Par- 
tially or completely? 

The next point is his 
breathing — fast, labored, 
shallow — and the list goes 
on to wounds, bleeding, 
broken bones and so on. 


With the kind of coaching the 
emergency trauma centers are 


. providing right now, ordinary 


people without special training 
are helpful to reduce the num- 
ber of those 20,000 cases of un- 
necessary death or injury,.in 
our state. 

Your group, your town and 
your family can join this fight.

Regional Report—Airport Plan. 
Environmental Impact Approved 


(Illinois Metro East Industrial 
Development Corporation) 


The U. S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency says the Colum- 
bia-Waterloo location for the 
proposed second major St. 
Louis area airport appears to 
be the best site in relation to 
‘the alternate sites evaluated. 

This conclusion was reached 
by EPA after a field review 
of the proposed location and 
after making a review of the 
environmental impact _ state- 
ment prepared by the St. Louis 
Metropolitan Area Airport Au- 
thority. 

Review of the impact state- 
ment has also been made by 
the Sierra Club, which conclud- 
ed that the Waterloo site ap- 
pears to be the least environ 
mentally damaging of those 
sites under consideration. 

An application for approval 
of the site and $8.4 million in 
matching funds is currently be- 
fore the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration. 

A. $2,995,958 draft was re- 
ceived by Lewis and Clark 
Community College from 
the Illinois Building Author- 
ity. This payment fulfills 
the state’s obligation made 
in connection with purchase 
of a site for the new junior 
college. 

The board of education of the 
East Alton-Wood River High 
School District has approved 
revised bids, totaling nearly 
$300,000, for the construction of 
a three-story addition to the 
present building. 

A new $541,000 day care 
program has been estab- 
lished at the State Com- 
munity College at East St. 
Louis. 

Robert Jacox, interim presi 
dent of the college, said the 
project has been developed in 
cooperation with other organi- 
zations in the East St. Louis 
area and is set up to care for 
children whose parents are 
working or attending school. 

‘A proposal for construction of 
13 university buildings, blocked 
by the governor’s freeze last 
year, was recommended for re- 
instatement by the _ Illinois 
Board of Higher Education.

Transcribing of Assembly's 
Debates a Big, Costly Task

Sprir field—Any great words 
of wis.om Illinois legislators 
might utter are no longer in 
danger of being lost to pos- 
terity. 

Every single word spoken in 
the General Assembly, includ- 
ing the “ahs”, “ers” and even 
any four-lettered adjectives, 
are now being recorded and 
transcribed. 

The “record - transcribe” 
system is required under 
the new state constitution. 
Though it went into effect 
last fall, state officials are 
just now getting the sys- 
tem down pat. 

To do the job, the state 
is employing a staff of sec- 
retaries and proof readers 
and using sophisticated dic- 
taphone and recording 
equipment to catch every 
syllable. 

So far, their efforts have pro- 
duced about 4,000 typewritten 
pages, or approximately one 
million words, in the 40 or so 
legislative days the pracess 
has been in operation 
The words, however, aren't 
really expected to start piling 
up until this session gets down 
to work in the closing days. 

The big question right now 
is just what the state is going 
to do with all its words. 

“So far no one been beat- 
ing on the doors to get at the 
stuff,” said Bob O’Keef. The 
situation is about the same in 
the House, where only four or 
five persons have inquired about 
the material. 

“T guess someone might want 
to read it if they need some- 
thing to put_them to sleep at 
night,” said Fred Selcke, House 
Clerk, who oversees the project 
in the House. 

“Other than that, I don’t 
know what they would want it 
for. The journal (legislative re- 
ports) gives all the basic infor- 
mation,” said Selcke. 

His colleague in the Senate 
agrees. “In my opinion, it is 
not needed,” said Kenneth 
Wright, Secretary of the Sen- 
ate. ‘The journal is enough. All 
you get from the transcript is 
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a lot of 
Wright. 

The state officials seem un- 
able to give an exact figure of 
what all these words are cost- 
ing the taxpayers, since secre- 
taries working on them do it 
off and on. 

But considering the tapes and 
records, the $8,500 dictaphone 
machine the House bought, and 
at least five salaries for the 
transcribers, the words aren't 
coming cheaply. 

“It’s an awful lot of work, 
and I don’t know exactly 
what for,” said O’Keefe. He 
said he thought it would 
serve the purpose just as 
well if the state just kept 
the recordings, skipping the 
laborious transcribing. 

So far, the only inquiries 
for the material have been 
legislators wanting to check 
out what they did or did not 
say on the floor of the leg- 
islature. 

O'Keefe said that another 
possible use for ‘the material 
might be if the courts, when 
ruling on validity of a law, 
wanted to study the legislative 
debate to determine what the 
lawmakers intended when 
drawing up the legislation

Illinois farmers 
chose Richard Nixon when 
matched with three leadin, 
contenders for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, accord- 
ing to a poll conducted by 
Prairie Farmer. 

Farmers gave President Nix- 
on 50% of their vote versus 
Hubert Humphrey 13.3%; Nixon 
47.3%, versus Edmund Muskie: 
18.6%; and Nixon 49.2% versus 
George McGovern 12.6%. 

An average of 9.3% of the 
farmers polled preferred Gov. 
George Wallace of Alabama 

A solid 82% of the Illinois- 
farmers who consider them- 
selves strong Republicans 
said they would vote for 
Nixon. 

On the other hand, from 
30%, to 40% of the strong 
Democrats were undecided. 
Those who had made up 
their mind gave 37% to 
Humphrey, 45.2% to Muskie 
and 29%, to McGovern.

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Establishment of County Land Use Control 
Desirable With a Proper Summary Statement 


A constructive aspect of the current dis- 
cussion of future development of Madison 
County is that all parties see value in the estab- 
lishment of a county land use and transporta- 
tion plan. 

Land use controls are desirable not only 

their own merits but also for practical 

Madison County is finding its hands 
tied until it has formulated and adopted speci- 
fic development guidelines. 

The Press-Record was among the active 
Proponents of a zoning program, and its adop- 
tion by the County Board was hailed by many 
as a victory for the public and for the cause of 
orderly progress. We recall, and so do county 
and zoning officials, that areas not developed 
at that, time were designated as agricultural.

NEW HOSPITAL WOULD 
SAVE VITAL MINUTES 
To the Editor: 

I am once again a Granite 
City resident (my birthplace), 
having lived in Edwardsville 
during the past eleven months 
since my marriage. 

During the time I lived in 
Edwardsville, I became very 
interested in the plans for the 
badly needed hospital facilities 
in the Collinsville-Edwardsville 
area. 

On Monday I read the small 
front page item about the oppo- 
sition of ARCH and St. Eliza- 
beth Hospital to the proposed 
new hospital. After all these 
months of this unnecessary 
battle, my frustration and dis- 
gust have reached a peak. I 
must air my views. 

Let me qualify my position 
by saying that I have a special 
interest in the health needs of 
this community. 

In June I will be graduated 
from. SIU with a bachelor of 
science degree in nursing. Be- 
cause of my background, I 
think my observations are fair- 
ly accurate. 

The Alliance for Regional 
Community Health is opposed 
to the new hospital, as well as 
hospital expansion programs in 
St. Louis County, because they 
say no new hospital beds are 
needed; the present number is 
adequate for the population. 

No matter how adequate the 
number of hospital beds is at 
present, they are not all in the 
right places. 

We in Granite City take for 
granted that our community 
hospital is only minutes away. 
And these few minutes can be 
so important, especially in a 
crisis situation. 

Yet for residents of the area 
around Edwardsville and Col- 
linsville, the nearest hospital is 
a minimum of 15 minutes away 
under optimum highway condi- 
tions. 

Not only are these minutes 
important in an emergency, but 
it can be very comforting to a 
hospitalized person and that 
person’s loved ones to know 
they are only a few minutes 
apart. 

St. Elizabeth Hospital fears 
for its financial future if this 
new hospital is constructed. 
Why do they (hospital adminis-

put in financial jeopardy? 

Having worked at St. Eliza- 
beth’s on different occasions 
during my high school and col- 
lege years, I do not feel that 
the residents of the Collinsville- 
Edwardsville area truly make 
up a substantial portion of pa- 
tient load here. 

It seems that most of these 
people go to the hospitals in 
Alton, Belleville and Highland. 
If this is the basis of their 
fears, their logic seems most 
unsound. 

Perhaps St. Elizabeth's fears 
losing Quad-City residents to 
the new hospital. Dissatisfac- 
tion with previous services may 
easily lead many persons to 
seek hospital care elsewhere. 

Health consumers (hospital 
patients) have just as much of 
a right to seek the best possible 
services for their money as 
consumers of other services 
and products do.

Everyone could compile his 
own list of goals that might 
well respond to the kind of mo- 
bilization of brainpower and 
production that made such a 
success of the Apollo program. 

For all the wealth of scien- 
tific information about the 
earth, the moon and our uni- 
verse being garnered by our 
astronauts, one of the greatest 
gifts of the space program is 
what it can teach us about our 
own capabilities as a nation 
and a people. 

From the time the goal of 
reaching the moon became a 
national commitment in 1961, 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration enjoyed 
a relatively clear track through 
the bureaucratic maze that sur- 
rounds typical government pro- 
grams. 

It received the funding it 
needed, despite some doubters 
in Congress. 

Yet for all the expense, the 
total of $40 billion in NASA bud- 
gets from 1961-70 — covering 
Apollo, all manned and unman- 
ned space flights and NASA- 
sponsored aeronautical re- 
search — represented only 3.2% 
of all federal expenditures in 
that period. 

NASA itself remained an 
agency of relatively modest 
size in a federal establishment 
of more than 3 million civilian 
employes. 

At its peak in 1967, the space 
agency had 34,000 persons on 
its payroll. 

The bulk of the work was be- 
ing done by 400,000 engineers, 
technicians) and. production 
workers in the aerospace in- 
dustry. 

In all, the space program 
offers a shining contrast to 
those government programs 
which set out toward am- 
bitious goals, put on layer 
after layer of bureaucratic 
fat and, after an appalling 
investment in tax funds, 
leave the same problem we 
started with. ' 

Many of the technological 
challenges before our society 
are beyond the capacity of indi- 
vidual companies or industries 
to tackle without government 
subsidy or sponsorship. 

As we see another laurel 
added to the U. S. space pro- 
gram, we can hope that its 
dedication to efficiency, quality 
and success can be transferred 
to any similar legitimate gov- 
ernment - sponsored enterprises 
that may be undertaken in the 
future.

Springfield — Any hopes that 


* the 1972 Illinois governor's cam- 


paign would be waged on a 
high level, with emphasis on 
issues rather than personalities, 
has proven short-lived. 

The battle between incumbent 
Republican Richard B. Ogilvie 
and Democrat Daniel ,Walker 
is going to be politically: bloody. 

This became clear at their 
first . “debate,” held before 
United Press International edi- 
tors in Springfield. 

Walker came out swinging at 
Ogilvie on the race track stock 
scandal matter. 

Ogilvie, who rapped Walker 
for allegedly unfounded cam- 
paign statements at the editors’ 
meet, subsequently hit - back 
hard at him on the race track 
matter in a subsequent news 
conference at Chicago, 

Where, Ogilvie asked, 
was Walker when former 
Democratic Gov. Otto Ker- 
ner was changing Illinois 
race track dates to favor 
his own political friends? 

Walker was for a time a 
member of the Kerner ad- 
ministration as ~secretary 
of the Illinois Public Aid 
Commission and briefly as 
its acting chairman. Kerner 
currently is under indict- 
ment and facing trial on his. 
alleged race track involve- 
ments. 

With the Kerner trial slated 
to be in full swing during the 
late summer and fall, the 
gubernatorial campaign is like- 
ly to be as crowded with race 
horses as was the field in the 
recent Kentucky Derby. 

However, the racing stock 
issue is expected to be only one 
of many abrasive ones that, in 
the Statehouse view, will turn 
the governor’s campaign into 
one of the most bitter in Illinois 
history before the Nov. 7 elec- 
tion date. 

Walker, who displayed a 
tough style ~and—to some, an 
irresponsible style—in his up- 
set primary victory over Lt. 

Paul ‘Simon, is, expected 
to continue his slashing attacks 
on Ogilvie. 

But in contrast to Simon, who 
unsuccessfully sought to ignore 
Walker and his charges, Ogil- 
vie is certain to hit back, and 
hard. 

Already revealed is one tac- 
tic, to tie in Walker with the 
now discredited regime of Otto 
Kerner. 

Not only has the taint of , 
scandal now broadly be- 
smirched those eight years, but 
the Ogilvie camp can be ex- 
pected to consistently. remind 
voters that little in the way of 
progress in state government 
was accomplished under 
Kerner, 

The virtual stalemate in 
highway building has already 
been emphasized, with corre- 
sponding emphasis on the im- 
mense and continuing progress 
in this area under Ogilvie 
Other examples are to be 
made. 

At the same time, the 
Republicans will contend 
that Walker, for all his 
oratory today, said or did 
little in those complacent 
years to stimulate Kerner 
or others in his administra- 
tion to keep Illinois abreast 
or ahead of comparable- 
size states, 

It is also predicted at the 
statehouse that, sooner or 
later, the GOP will attack 
Walker on his currently vir- 
tually ignored past record 
of liberalism. 

Republican strategists believe 
Walker may prove especially 
vulnerable for his stand on the 
1968 Chicago convention rioting, 
in which he sided with young 
extremists and was later head 
of a commission which issued 
a report highly critical of the 
Chicago police department. 

Ogilvie, a former Cook Coun- 
ty sheriff who has taken a firm 
stand as governor regarding 
Chicago and campus disorders, 
could possibly score well 
against Walker on the law and 
order issue.
